tion, and he leaves his editorial chair 
after having achieved a national reputa- 
tion. - >Tho readers of the Trtbtme will 
naturally desire to be informed at the 
outeet of the probable tone of the con- 
duct of the Tribune. 
A full 'eiplaoa- 


lion eantvot be given on the instant 
My~ opinions an3.,.ftclions are more or 
less influenced and controlled by cir- 
cumstances which surround them, and 
always by unforseen causes, but this 
much may now be safely promised the 
Tribune hereafter will be, as jt former- 
ly was when under my direction, an in- 
dopcpdent Republican journal. It will 
be the organ ot no man,, however high, 
no clique or ring, however influential, 
or faction, however fanatical or demon 
strativo, While giving 'to the Kepub 
Heap parly, and its principles a, hearty 
and generous support, it will criticise

It 
must employ and intrust individuals to 
collect and disburse taxes, to perform 
executive and police duties for protec- 
tion and security of person and proper- 
ty. v'Men must be engaged 'to oontro 
public works, carry the mails, adminis- 
ter justice, and make and execute laws 
and do a thousand other things whiol 
the public well being requires; am 
these individuals will often prove earo 
loss, inefficient or corrupt, but a par 
ty whose aim and purpose are good am 
patriotic, and whose record is gram 
and glorious, should not be condemns 
and thrown out of power on account o 
the defective work or misconduct of a 
few of its employes, in organisation 
whose record cannot be defended, bu 
fa regarded with sorrow and shame by 
its best members, and whose conduc 
when in power never fails to show tha 
its reformatory professions when out o 
power arc an illusion and a snare. Sue! 
being the case in regard to the necessi 
ty and machinery ^of parties in fre 
countries, the press, to be useful, can 
not avoid being partisan in a greater o 
less degree. If an editor undertake 
the rftle of supporting'both sides, hi 
position is equivalent to a double affir 
(native, whioti amounts to a negative 
If he habitually censures and condemn 
both, he is soon regarded as a common 
scold and a nuisance. To be entire!; 
unpurtisan leaves him in tthe eonditioi 
of a cipher , and when a newspaper un 
undertakes to bo wholly independent o 
its party, and yet discuss politics, it ii 
on tho high road to the camp of its po 
litical opponents, whether its oonducto 
so intended at the outset or not, unless 
indeed, he tskes refuge in the coward': 
harbor oi'neutrality, and abdicates his 
duties altogether, which is a most con 
temptible and despisable position. Bu 
it is not essential to the prosperity o 
influence of a party paper that it shoal 
willfully misrepresontits opponents an< 
behold nothing but evil and depravit; 
in all their actions, or discover onl; 
treasonable designs in all they proposi 
to do Candor and fairness in the treat 
ment of political opponents will detract 
nothing from the influence of a paper 
nor will it injure the prospects of its 
own party. 
Such, in brief, are the views I hav 
long entertained of parties and the re 
lations which the press should bear tow- 
ards them. A political newspaper, to 
be of service to the public, must give 
one party or the other the preference 
and while the Democratic party embrac- 
es many excellent and worthy members 
who would be an honor to any organi 
J"it ion, yet T sincerely believe tho Re 


[mblican party comprises a larger pro 
>ortion of tho intelligent and educated 
lasses, of the moral worth and business 
nterprise, as well as the patriotic ele- 
ments of the nation ; and therefore the 
government of the country ««d the 
ivil rights of the poor and woak can be 
more safely and prudently committed to 
ts keeping than to that of its antago- 
nist whose past history and antecedents 
urnish so much cause for misgivings 
and dread of its future behavior. Lopk- 
ng, then, at the individual composition 
>t the two great parties—all other par- 
ies being mere fragments, ephemeral 
n duration and narrow in objeot-^-and 
at their respective efforts and underly- 
ng principles, I cannot hesitate to give 
ho preference to the Republican party, 
lenco the Tribune will be conducted as 
a Republican journal. Having said this 
much in a general way, it only remains 
to be added that no labor or expense 
will be spared to keep the Tribune in 
the very front ranks of journalism.
